Thou- 
sands of pounds of horse meat are also 
purchased by the German government 
for the army and navy. Tho emperor j 
himself long ago openly declared him- 
self in favor of horse ivient.

make themselves accustomed to eating 
it while in bnrr.icks, so that they will 
have no prejudice- against It if they 
should in time of war fiad themselves 
in a position where it would be found 
uecossury to kill horses for food.
